Examiner contacted ATTORNEY MICHAEL P. HORVATH Reg No 57235 on July 

23, 2009 indicating that Claim 17 will be allowed over the art of record and requested 

that Claims 1-13 to be cancelled in by Examiner's amendment with the provision that 

Applicant may submit by a 31 2 Amendment any of the dependent claims 2-1 3 [not claim 

9 which is within the scope of the allowed claim 1 ] as long as there are no 1 1 2 issues. 

Claim 9 as disclosed in the instant specification, has the advantage: 

"...particularly advantageous embodiment of the method provides that one cell 
culture each of different types is prepared inside at least one cell culture chamber 
on both sides of a gas- permeable membrane installed there for the purpose of a 
direct co-cultivation of both cell cultures. 

This kind of co-cultivation is preferably carded out in such a way so as to supply 
the cells growing on the one side of the membrane, that means on the apical 
side, by a first flow of media, whereas the cells of the second cell culture growing 
on the other side of the membrane, that means on the basolateral side, are 
supplied by way of second flow of media that differs from the first flow of media."; 

which is not disclosed by the references of record. 

The issue is that Claim 1 contains subject matter that stands rejected based on 
the references of record and even if Claim 9 is included in Claim 1 , the claim would still 
be rejected based on the record as being within the scope of the references of record. 

Attorney may include by Examiner's amendment those claims of claims 2-8 and 
1 0-1 3 with a change of dependency upon cancellation of claims 1 -1 3. 

Since Applicants are in Germany, this Examiner will have to act on this 
application as soon as possible either with an answer or without a reply from Attorney 
Horvath.
